To the Editor: 
The Trade Dollar is worth, intrinsically, 
nearly two per cent more than tbe legal 
silver dollar ; aud yet it requires a dime, 
or two nickels, or ten of Uncle Sam’s 
brightest pennies placed on the top of the 
termer to give it the same purchasing 
power of the latter. 
Why is this thus? 
Gentlemen of the Greenback persuasion 
whose minds are obnubilated by tbe strange 
hallucination that values can be created by 
act of Congress, tell us it is because the 
one is a legal tender and the other is not;

APROPOS OF PENSIONS. 


Something Which the Men Who Are 
N ow 
Receiving Their Annultle* 
from the Government Nay Profita­ 
bly Remember. 


W ashington, September IG.—A little 
episode which occurred in tbe House of 
Representatives on May 5th, will show to 
pensioners how much room for gratitude 
they have toward tbe dominant party In 
that body. 
The Democracy during the first session 
of the Forty-fourth Congress bad cot down 
the force of tbe Surgeon General's office 
to such an extent that 19,000 pension 
cases 
had 
accumulated, 
and 
current applications could not possibly 
receive consideration within a year from 
the time they were filed, nor could letters 
ol inquiry regarding them be answered 
within a year. Under this state of things 
members of Congress from all parts of the 
country were being urged by pensioners in 
their districts to make personal efforts in 
their turn were boring the Surgeon Gen­ 
eral for action in special cases, and by this 
means were placing farther obstacles in 
tbe way ol the regular work. 
On the day referred to an amendment 
prepared and introduced by JadgeASamp- 
son, Republican, of Iowa, increasing tbe 
force in the Surgeon General’s office, was 
up for consideration, and had been support­ 
ed by Mr. Sampson in an able speech. 
When the subject came to a vote, the yeas 
and nays were demanded, and the roll-call 
bad nearly been completed. It was ap­ 
parent to those who were watching tbe 
progress 
of

amendment, 
that 
it 
had 
a 
majority 
in 
its 
favor, and would be carried. 
Before the 
vote was announced, however, Speaker 
Randall leaned over his desk and asaed the 
clerks how it stood. 
Receiving a reply 
that the measure had about six votes in its 
favor, Mr. Randall called a page, 
and, 
writing a note to Representative Durham, 
of Kentucky, who had been veiy active in 
opposition to the measure, he told him 
tow tbe 
70te stood and urged 
him 
to get certain Democrats to change their 
votes 
Mr 
Durham 
immediately 
went about to those 
whom he thought 
coaid be influenced, and by dint of the 
mrty whip succeeded in getting six Dem­ 
ocratic members to rise and change their 
votes Lefore the announcement was made. 
The vote when announced stood 114 to 
15. The Speaker tbeo recorded his vote 
in the negative, making a tie, and tbe 
measure was lost. 
When tbe bill subsequently came up in 
the Senate, Mr. Sampton's amendment was 
attached. 
It 
went 
to 
a con- 
erencc committee, and after a hard fight 
>y the friends of the soldiers, it was carried 
and Anally became a law. Had this not 
leen tbe case, tbe Surgeon General’s office 
would now be at least eighteen months

A younger json, oue of 
John D.’e twelve children, tin connection 
with a son-in-law, Clark, both no a' resi­ 
dents of Philadelphia, were the contract­ 
ors who brought into creation and come­ 
liness that magnificent bridge on Girard 
avenue, over the Schuy lkill river in Phil­ 
adelphia.

MIND TENSION. 


W h y C riM lw alw A r e ito W e lf-P ssa e ss- 
ell ow th e M raffsld . 
London Lancet.—It if a common subject 
of murrel that crimiunis in presence ut 
ion mediate ext cut ion are usually self-poe- 
sersed, and oli«u exhibit singular compos­ 
ure. The doomed creature sleeps through 
the night before his violent 
death, aud 
rises composed lo pass through the ordeal. 
The exceptions lo this rate are few, and 
there is no reason to suppose that the in­ 
dividual* who display greater emotion, or 
who are prostrated by the agonizing pros­ 
pect of death, feel their position more 
acutely, than thoee who preserve control 
ol tin lr demeanor. It is a prevalent but 
groundleR error to suppose the stat of mind 
to which most capital offenders meet their 
doom is one of scare or paralyzing amaze­ 
ment. They retain every faculty, taste, 
consideration, and 
even 
fancy. They 
frt quently give tokens of especial thought­ 
fulness, and are punctilious in the observ­ 
ance of rules and the adoption of "measures 
to diminish their own pain and the trouble 
and sympathetic suffering of those by 
whom they are surrounded, or who will 
tie left burdened with their memories 
Mentally and physically the criminal, dur­ 
ing the last few hours of his life, in the 
rn mediate prcaencc of a cruel death, is 
self-possessed and tranquil. Uis£pulse is 
even less disturbed than those of the offic­ 
ials who are compelled to take part in bis 
execution. Why is this ? The answer 
will be obvious on reflection. 
The mind 
has reached what may be designated a 
‘‘dead point" in its tension. 
The excite­ 
ment is oyer, the agony of anticipation, 
the trembling doubt between hope and 
tear of escape, has exhausted the irritabil­ 
ity of the mind, and there is, as it were, a 
pause, an interval of passive endurance 
between the end of the struggle for life 
and the bitterness of remorse and agony of 
disappointment which may begin at death. 
In this interval the mind is released from 
the tension of its effort tor se I (-preserva­ 
tion, aud almost rebounds with the sense of 
relief that comes with certainty, even 
though the amurance be that oi impending 
dt alb. In the p*u*e there is time and 
opportunity for tho recognition of sur­ 
rounding circumstances, which have been, 
a# it were, overlooked in the yearning tor 
life. The clearness of mental vision, the 
recognizance ot detail displayed at such a 
moment, are remarkable, not only on ac­ 
count of the strange circum stances under 
which the? occur, but in degree. 
Men 
ana women who have for some time pre­ 
viously «xbibited no trace of delicacy or 
redoimeut, exhibit characteristic traits of 
thoughtfulness 
They are, so to say, lifted 
out of themselves mod placed in new con- 
di'Jons calculated til awaken feelings of 
cariosity, which seldom fall La respond. 
The mental state of a criminal during the 
hours preceding execution presents features 
ol intense interest La the psychologist, and 
rigbtl? comprehended, it is to be feared 
they would throw new light on the sup­ 
posed preparation these unfortunate per­ 
sons evince for a fate wbicli, being inevit­ 
able, they at the final moment are able 
to meet with a composure in which hypoc­ 
risy or self-deception finds the amplest 
scope.
